The redistribution act was under 
consideration during the wholc of yes- 
terday, and its provisions have ail 
been agreed to in committee of the 


whole exetpt those relating to the 
counties cf Hastimgs, Grey and Water- 
loc in Ontarie: Further considera- 
tion of the bii} will not be resumed 
until the transcontinentas railway 
pill has passed the committee. There 
will probably Be a number of votes on 
amendments at ibe third reading of 
the redistribution bill for ibe purpose 
of placing om record the stand taken 
by certain members of the opposition 
im regard to certain ecustituencies. 

The representation of Toronto oc- 
eupie! the greater part of yseterday. 
The opposition contended that the 
city sbeuld be given larger represen- 
tation eensidering ite population, and 
they also cbjected to the limits of the 
constituencies into which it has been 
divided. The number of people en- 
titled to a member is twenty-five 
thousand. On this basis Toronto, with 
a population of 208,000 would be en- 
titled to eight members. It has four 
in the present parliament, and will 
bave five under the redistribution. 
The contention of the opposition was 
that the cify should have the same 
represeptatien according tc popula- 


tion as the ceuntry districts. While: 


it sounds very wel! to say thaf a cer- 
tain number of people should have a 
representative wheiber they reside in 
city or in country, 12 practice the 
city would be given thereby 2 dispro- 
portionate ‘representa rtion=-over- the 
country. The cities are the centres 
of business, and, therefore, ot opinion, 
with mesne od distributing that 
opinion and enforcing it which the 
the country districts do not possess. 
Besider a certain populfflion in the 
country @istricts represents the crea- 
tive eiement of national wealth and 
strength to a degree far beyond that 
of ap equal ety population. If man- 
hood suffrage. were an aceepted prin- 
ciple, as ot is in the States, there 
would be a iair claim for representa- 
tion of erties absolutely according to 
population. But so jong as the prin- 
ciple is conceded, as it is throughout 
the provinees of old Canada, that pro- 
perty as well as eitizenebip is entitled 
to be ecemsidered inp. conpeciion with 
the franchise, it would be unfair that 
the large proportion of non-property 
owners io the citres- should have the 
rape infivence as ean-equal number of 
property oweers in the country parts. 
The prineiple which the opposigion 
complaised of being applied to Tor- 
onto, is and alwaye has been applied 
to every city im Canada and .t ys to 
be boped, wail continue to be so ap- 
plied. 

The further complaint was made 
that the division of the city into con- 
stituencies wae mot yodicious, and was 
calculated to secure the return of a 
Liberal member. At present the city 
is dived. imto three constituencies, 
West, Centre and East. Tie West 
constituency chects two merhbers and 
the others ome each. The opposition 
proposed that there sbould be an cast 
and west @ivision electing.iwo mem- 
bers each, and a centre division elect- 
ing obly one member. This proposi- 
tion certainty savore as muecb of cer- 
rymander ar does the government 
proposa! te divide into five single cen- 
stituencies. During the discussion 
Mr McCreary, of Scikirk, Manitoba, 
pointed out that Winmipeg with sixty 
thousend. popniation, was better en- 
titled to two members than. Toronto 
was to-five, and suggested that Tor- 
ontce he beft with four members. 


Manitoba has ten members unie: 
ibe new distribution, an addition of 
three members to the present num- 
ber. The boundaries of all the con- 
rtituemeies except one were muta: Uy 
agrecd vpon petweea the Liberal and 
Conservative members of the com- 
mittee... Dr, Roach, cf Marquette, 
protested against the boundarics that 
had been given his constituency, but 
received po support from his fellor 
members..oi the. opposition, and | 
matter was disposed of as docile 
the committee.

It seems possible that the opposi- 
tion will make a fight to prejudice 
the government before the country 
on the proposed amendments io the 
Audit Act, while taking the full bene- 
fit to themselves of those amend- 
ments. The intention of the govern- 
ment is not to take up the proposed 
amendments to the Audit Act until 
after both the Grand Trunk Pacific 
and the redistribution, or representa- 
tion, mill have been disposed of. As 
members will be unable to draw any 
portion of the:r indemnity until the 
amendments of the Audit Act have 
been agreed to by the Senate, it is 
possible that tne consideration of the 
railway and representation bills will 
be somewhat shortened on that ac- 
count. The cry is being raised by 
the leading Conservative papers, 

“Hands off the auditor general.” That 
official is exalted to the position of 
a demigod who can’t either do wrong 
or make mistakes, and whose unlim- 
ited powers are the only salvation of 
the country from utter robbery by « 
Grit government. 

It is just as weil that this ques- 
tion of the rights and proper uses of 
the auditor genera! should be brewght 
to a head now. As pointed out in 
previous correspondence, this official 
bolds an unique position, absolutely 
independent of the government as far 
as his appointment is concerned, and, 
therefore, not responsible to any one 
for his actions. He has the interpreta- 
tion of the law governing his own 
conduct in his own hands; and bas 
always interpreted it according to 
his own ideas as to what are the 
duties and responsibilities of his posi- 
tion, and absolutely without regard to 
the interest of the members of the 
public who are entitled to receive the 
money passing through his hands, or 
the reputation of the government 
which has to pay it. Whenever the 
auditor has seen fit in the past to un- 
duly withhold payment of public 
monies the goverament has been in 
the position that if it took measures 
te compel the paymert of the money ; 
it was open to public attack on the 
charge of attempting to have the 
money improperly paid; and if it did 
not make such efforts it was subject 
to blame “by those who should receive 
the money, as not honestly paying its 
debts. The government has rather 
suffered from the imputation of its 
friends than laid itself open to the 
attacks of its opponents. But this 
last incident is of such an aggravated 
nature that it is felt that the go~- 
ernment is driven into a corner, and 
must either fight the auditor gen- 
eral, or adm:. that his authority is 
greater tran theirs. 

As already mentioned the present 
trouble began with the Martineau de- 
faleations. A ciever young clerk in 
the militia department had succeeded 
in robbing the department of $70,000 
in one year. The accounts for the 
year had becn audited, the business 
closed up and four months of the 
succeeding year had passed before the 
defaleation was discovered. This was 
Continued on Third Page.

Alberta college, Edmonton, will be 
formally opened in a week or ten 
= ‘ a Lopes: sc is received 

' of pleasure by the 
people of Edmonton and perhaps cveu 
more so by the people of the sur- 
rounding districts. It has been or- 
ganized by local men to fill a want 
that has long been felt in this dis: 
trict. Such a college has, before this, 
heer hundred of miles away.; render- 
ingsit very inconvenient fer a num- 
ber te attend it, who, had there been 
a school at E¢monton, would have at- 
tended here. This difficully has now 
been overcome and without doubt the 
college will be a means of great good 
to this community. 

From an educational standpoint the 
aim of the college will be to prepare 
for matriculation and undergraduate 
work. The work will be adapted to 
the peculiar circumstanezs of the west 
and will be so wraded as best to, fit 
the students in attendance. The ex- 
penses of the college, besides the vro- 
ceeds from tuition fees, will be borne 
by the people of Edmonton and im- 
mediate vicinity. 

The educational work of the college 
will include Arts Commerciai and Mu- 
sical courses. The students will be 
given perfect liberty in selecting their 
course of study. Particular atten- 
tion is being paid to this and students 
differently situated may omit any 
of the branches of the curriculum. of 
studies they think fit. The college 
reoms, as pointed out heretofore, will 
be for the meantime in the first floor 
of the New Masonic hail on Second 
strect. The roome are being fitted 
up specially for this use, and will be 
large and commodious. Much of the 
college work will be conducted along 
the line of teachers’ certificate work 
and those taking the matriculation 
examination will be granted second- 
class teachers’ certificates. 

The staff wili consist of Principal 
Riddell, an honor graduate of Vic- 
toria University and a gold medalist 
in classics. For the last number of 
gears be bas been professor of classics 
in Wesley college, Winnipeg, and the 
success he achieved there is a suffi- 
sient guarantee af ibe work which 
will be carried op in Alberta college. 
Mr. C. E. Race .will have charge of 
the commercial course in the collece. 
Mr. Race is an bonor graduate of Tor- 
onte University and has lately been 
on the staff of the Cobourg Collegiate 
institute. The professor in English, 
French and German has not yet been 
appointed, but he will be a first-class 
bonor graduate of same university. 
In connection with this course special 
pains will be taken witb the teachin 
of English, and English literature.

Mr. Barford is an 
Edmonton man and has achieved con- 
siderable success in music.
